Please review and enter the following remarks summarizing the interview conducted on 
June 17, 2009 with Examiner Batista and SPE Perez-Gutierrez: 
REMARKS 

Applicant sincerely appreciated the opportunity to discuss the rejections of the claims 
overWO02128130toFiter. 

During the interview, the following was discussed: 

1. Identification of claims discussed: claims 52, 53, and 55 

2. Regarding claim 52, Fiter does not teach or suggest "the control plane equipment 
controls the transfer of signaling between a core network and the mobile terminal unit so that the 
signaling is not transferred through the user plane equipment." 

3. Regarding claim 53, Fiter does not teach or suggest "a second radio controller which 
controls a second radio base station, . . . wherein the mobile terminal unit is handed over from the 
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first radio base station to the second radio base station, without establishing a path between the 
first radio controller and the second radio controller and wherein the second control plane 
equipment performs control independent of the radio transmission scheme and second user plane 
equipment performs control dependent on the radio transmission scheme between the first 
network and the mobile terminal after a handover." 

4. Regarding claim 55, no formal translation of WO02128130 was provided. The cites 
referred to by the Examiner in WO02128130 do not correspond to US 2004/0053627 to Fiter and 
do not describe "wherein the user plane equipment is incorporated into the radio base station." 

5. Results of Interview: Examiner Batista will review Fiter and reconsider. If Fiter is 
applicable, Examiner Batista will provide a translation of WO02128130 with exact citations. 

It is respectfully submitted that the instant STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF 
INTERVIEW complies with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §§1.2 and 1.133 and MPEP §713.04.
